1. Claims 5-8 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: While Krauss et al 
Long term results of testing constancy on a storage film system" teaches reading out images data 
from storage phosphor layer depending on image parameter without any suitable correction. 
Steiner et al ( WO 09852070) teaches The image matrix is then corrected point by point 
according to the corrected matrix on the radiation images which have been recorded and are read 
on the image carrier. None teaches "adapting each correcting value dependent on accumulated x- 
ray dosage to which a portion of the storage plate containing the pixel corresponding to the data 
set pixel was exposed in said current x-ray exposure and in said x-ray exposures using said 
storage plate preceding said current exposure " thus the correction method takes account of the 
changing sensitivity of the storage with respect o the received radiation doses for each pixel. The 
Examiner finds no reason or motivation to combine the above references in an obviousness 
rejection thus placing the application in condition for allowance.
